SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
The  Year  That  Was 

During  1984  several  committees  composed  of  energetic  townspeople  who 
gave  much  time  and  effort  working  on  town  projects  made  notable  progress 
in  certain  areas.  To  mention  a  few  —  The  Conservation  Commission  after 
reviewing  most  of  the  Town  Forest  lands  has  worked  on  a  plan  which  may 
eventually  result  in  a  larger  tract  of  town-owned  land  around  the  Library, 
the  Town  Hall  and  the  Highway  Garage  .  .  .  The  Solid  Waste  Committee 
has  again  spent  countless  hours  in  investigating  the  disposal  of  Solid  Waste  . 
.  .  The  Health  Officer  has  been  involved  in  possible  solutions  to  the  problem 
of  septage  disposal  .  .  .  The  Recreation  Committee  developed  an  interesting 
program  in  town  during  1984  and  the  present  committee  members  plan  to 
expand  the  program  in  1985.  One  of  the  projects  to  be  investigated  is  that  of 
estabhshing  a  recreational  area  using  funds  that  were  raised  by  townspeople 
and  earmarked  for  recreational  use  several  years  ago  .  .  .  The  Library 
Trustees  and  Librarian,  Celeste  Klein,  have  established  a  fine  tutoring  pro- 
gram for  Springfield  students.  With  the  help  of  several  qualified  residents 
(and  some  volunteers  from  other  towns  also)  a  goodly  number  of  young 
people  have  benefited  from  the  program. 

And  last  but  not  least  we  extend  our  congratulations  to  those  closely 
associated  with  Kearsarge  Regional  High  School.  We  are  proud  of  the 
honor  bestowed  on  this  educational  facility,  its  staff  and  students  by  Com- 
missioner Edward  Bell  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  A  special 
salute  to  Springfield's  Ed  Johnson  who  serves  as  Principal  of  the  High 
School  and  to  Connie  Jones  who  has  worked  so  faithfully  in  representing 
Springfield  on  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Year  That  Is 

At  the  Town  Meeting  on  March  12,  1985,  Springfield  voters  will  be  asked 
to  take  action  on  several  important  issues  —  many  concerning  day-to-day 
operations  in  Town.  In  particular,  funds  have  been  requested  which  will 
provide  for  an  expanded  schedule  of  office  hours  for  the  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk  and  Selectmen's  Office.  Also,  the  Fire  Department  has  re- 
quested funds  to  provide  continuance  of  projects  that  increase  our  fire  pro- 
tection —  further  updating  of  fire-fighting  equipment  and  the  installation 
of  more  dry  hydrants  which  provide  for  year-round  access  to  an  adequate 
water  supply.  In  addition,  Highway  Department  funds  are  requested  to  pro- 
vide for  a  strong  start  on  a  long  range  plan  to  improve  the  roads  in  town  on 
a  scheduled  basis.  The  Police  Department  has  requested  funds  for  a  new 
cruiser  to  replace  the  present  1980  vehicle.  We  urge  that  the  voters  become 
acquainted  with  the  needs  expressed  by  these  various  requests,  and  be 
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prepared  to  make  decisions  that  will  benefit  the  community  as  a  whole 
without  any  undo  financial  burden. 

The  Years  That  Will  Be 

As  we  vote  for  Town  Officials  and  note  that  in  some  cases  their  term  of 
office  extends  to  1990  we  are  abruptly  reminded  of  how  close  we  really  are 
to  the  turn  of  the  century.  Many  questions  are  posed  each  day  which  have 
impact  on  the  future  of  Springfield.  At  Town  Meeting,  voters  will  be  asked 
to  act  on  an  article  which  will  clear  the  way  to  application  for  aid  in  conduc- 
ting a  survey  of  town  facilities  and  future  needs.  Also,  action  is  requested 
on  an  article  that  will  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  future  expansion 
of  library  facilities.  Furthermore,  the  Planning  board,  already  cognizant  of 
the  rapid  passing  of  time,  has  begun  a  timely  review  and  possible  updating 
of  the  Town  Plan. 

Springfield's  present  and  future  depend  as  did  the  past  on  the  continued 
interest,  participation  and  action  of  its  people.  As  Selectmen,  we  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  to  all  who  have  been  supportive  both  in  words  and 
action  and  to  our  fellow  town  officials,  who  are  to  be  compHmented  on  a 
job  well  done.

SPRINGFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  undertook  a  number  of  projects  during 
the  year.  We  arranged  to  have  some  dead  trees  removed  from  behind  the 
Library.  We  started  a  review  of  the  Town  Forests.  To  date  members  of  the 
Commission  have  visited  five  of  the  Town  Forest  lots.  As  a  result  of  our 
tours,  we  have  recommended  that  two  of  the  lots  be  logged. 

A  proposal  for  the  exchange  of  land  was  worked  out  with  Kneiland 
Wheeler.  The  purpose  of  the  proposed  exchange  is  to  increase  the  size  of  the 
lot  that  the  Town  Hall,  Library  and  Highway  buildings  are  on.  Stanley 
Rastallis  is  doing  the  necessary  survey  work,  and  the  proposal  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Town  for  a  vote  at  a  later  date. 

Janet  Booker  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  NH  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions.  The  meeting  focused  on  groundwater  issues. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  in 
the  basement  of  the  Memorial  Building.

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  all  the  Volunteer  Firemen  for  their 
hard  work  and  interest  in  the  prevention  of  fire.  The  protection  to 
homeowners  against  fire  losses  in  Springfield  was  greatly  increased  by  their 
efforts.  The  department  made  noticable  progress  toward  the  goal  of  up- 
dating equipment  to  meet  the  fire  service  technology  of  today.  It  was  a 
must! 

During  the  year,  volunteer  members  activated  a  fund  drive  which  was 
quite  successful.  All  contributors  can  be  assured  that  the  monies  collected 
greatly  assisted  in  the  purchase  of  needed  equipment,  i.e.  new  breathing  ap- 
paratus and  lighting  for  the  protection  of  the  firemen. 

The  Fire  Department  has  begun  instalUng  dry  fire  hydrants.  The  first  in- 
stallation was  at  the  Town  Beach  area.  This  included  a  survey  and  selection 
of  possible  sites;  and  applications  to  dredge  and  fill  from  Concord  plus  the 
permission  from  the  property  owners  concerned.  We  hope  to  install  addi- 
tional hydrants  in  the  designated  areas  within  the  next  year.

Repeated  culturing  of  Baptist  Pond  and  Lake  Kolelemook  have  made  it 
quite  clear  that  it  is  unsafe  to  use  either  pond  as  a  source  of  untreated  drink- 
ing water.  There  is  Httle  hope  that  this  will  change  in  the  future  and  the 
ponds  return  to  their  pristine  condition.  In  addition,  a  point  source  of  con- 
tamination was  found  in  Kolelemook  that  raised  the  bacterial  contamina- 
tion to  the  point  that  it  was  unsafe  to  swim  in  a  very  small  area  of  the  pond. 
The  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Board  has  promised  to  find  the 
source  of  contamination  and  remedy  it.  One  can  only  hope  that  they  would 
try  to  preserve  a  major  town  asset. 

Increased  building  in  the  town  is  going  to  increase  the  pressures  on  other 
water  sources.  Unless  the  occupancy  ordinance  voted  at  the  last  town 
meeting  and  the  State  Regulations  for  septic  systems  are  enforced  individual 
wells  will  eventually  be  contaminated. 

The  State  has  ordered  the  Newport  Sewage  System  to  stop  polluting  the 
Sugar  River.  The  effect  of  this  on  Springfield  is  to  force  it  to  find  a  new 
means  of  disposing  of  its  septage  derived  from  pumping  out  septic  tanks 
within  the  town.  The  optimal  method  is  to  spread  it  on  fields  where  it 
enriches  the  soil.  We  are  currently  looking  at  sites  within  the  town  as  well  as 
sites  in  surrounding  towns  which  would  be  cooperative  efforts.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  such  sites  indefinitely  is  minimal.  The  cost  of  purchasing  and 
preparing  such  a  site  should  be  reasonable,  because  even  if  we  plan  for  dou- 
ble the  present  population,  we  would  only  need  two  acres,  though  it  might 
be  a  good  idea  to  have  a  third  acre  as  a  buffer  zone.

As  of  December  31st,  our  ninth  kindergarten  class  consisted  of  20 
delightful  children;  14  boys  and  only  6  girls.

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LIBBIE  A.  CASS  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1984 

This  year  has  seen  many  changes  in  our  Hbrary  program  and  also  in  our 
committee.  Our  first  concern  was  to  find  a  Hbrarian.  We  made  Celeste  Klein 
interim  librarian  and  then  in  May  she  resigned  as  trustee  to  become 
permanent  hbrarian.  She  is  well  qualified  for  the  job  and  puts  in  many  more 
hours  than  the  two  per  week  for  which  she  receives  minimum  wages. 

Marilyn  Johnson  was  named  by  the  selectmen  to  replace  Celeste.  This  fall 
Beverly  Mclntire  resigned  effective  Dec.  1.  Sue  Anderson  has  been 
appointed  to  her  place.  We  thank  Bev  for  the  time  she  has  given  us  through 
the  years  and  welcome  Sue  to  our  board.  She  has  been  a  loyal  volunteer  for 
several  years. 

Anna  Harmon  has  continued  teaching  the  recorder  this  year  in  the 
Hbrary;  the  Historical  Society  has  also  continued  to  meet  there.  We  have 
instituted  a  series  of  exhibits  —  dolls,  kitchen  utensils,  farm  tools, 
Playhouse  programs,  various  children's  collections  and  our  current  display 
of  art  work  by  Anna  Harmon  and  Elizabeth  Bushueff . 

During  the  summer  Celeste  Klein  and  Priscilla  Meyer  conducted  a  story 
hour  and  this  fall  Janet  Booker  has  brought  the  kindergarten  on  weekly 
visits  to  the  Hbrary.  We  have  had  two  reading  programs  for  children  this 
year.  Liana  D'Amico  was  the  winner  of  our  first  program  and  Jeffery 
Patten  was  the  top  reader  in  our  latest  one. 

We  were  glad  to  give  again  a  scholarship  to  one  of  our  graduating  seniors 
at  Kearsarge.  Melissa  Patten  was  our  1984  recipient;  she  is  currently 
attending  Plymouth  State. 

In  September  we  instituted  a  very  successful  tutoring  program  available 
to  any  Springfield  student.  So  far  we  have  worked  with  20  students  —  some 
short  term,  others  on  a  continuing  basis.  We  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and 
guidance  personnel  in  the  schools,  our  faithful  volunteers  and  especially  all 
those  patrons  who  have  been  patient  with  the  confusion  they  have 
sometimes  found. 

In  October  we  had  a  workshop  for  making  felt  Christmas  ornaments.  On 
Dec.  15th  we  had  our  annual  Christmas  party  with  more  than  60  people 
attending.  Trish  Lindberg,  Kathy  Lowe-Block  and  Richard  Lindberg 
provided  the  entertainment.  Santa  Claus  had  gifts  for  all  the  children.  We 
want  to  thank  Fun  and  Games  in  New  London  for  their  generous  support  in 
this  project. 
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During  the  year  we  have  received  many  gifts.  The  PRFA  gave  us  money 
to  be  used  for  the  children  in  Springfield.  We  also  have  the  income  from  the 
Green  Trust  Fund  to  purchase  additional  books.  Substantial  gifts  of  books, 
magazines  and/or  money  were  received  from  the  Fairfax  Downeys,  Lilja 
Rudner,  and  Mary  Ellin  and  Jessica  Cameron.  In  the  spring  a  framed 
collection  of  first  day  covers  came  to  us  from  Eva  Gardner,  former 
postmistress  in  Springfield.  Others  have  seen  our  needs  and  have  provided 
us  with  a  typewriter,  folding  chairs,  Christmas  ornaments,  cookies,  a  water 
jug,  pens,  books  from  their  personal  collections,  many  things  both  large 
and  small  —  all  important  to  and  appreciated  by  us.  To  these  30  or  more 
friends  we  say  thank  you  for  thinking  of  us  and  lending  a  helping  hand. 

Our  latest  gift  will  benefit  not  only  the  library  but  also  all  citizens  of  our 
town.  It  is  a  Toshiba  copier.  The  Lake  Sunapee  Savings  Bank,  Sugar  River 
Savings  Bank,  New  London  Trust  Company  and  Dartmouth  National  Bank 
joined  together  in  this  purchase.  We  are  extremely  grateful  to  them. 

Our  library  could  not  function  without  volunteers.  It  is  only  with  their 
help  that  we  can  stay  open  8  hours  a  week  and  offer  the  various  programs 
and  exhibits.  Our  trustees  and  librarian  each  give  the  library  extra  hours, 
but  so  do  many  others.  If  we  put  a  price  tag  on  it,  it  would  total  in  the 
thousands.  We  all  owe  our  volunteers  and  donors  many  thanks. 

This  year  our  building  has  been  painted  and  we  have  a  new  back  door.  A 
new  magazine  rack  has  been  donated.  If  we  are  to  continue  to  expand  and 
to  offer  tutoring,  we  must  find  additional  space.  In  the  coming  year  this  will 
be  one  of  our  chief  concerns.  We  always  are  looking  for  more  volunteers 
either  to  tutor  or  to  be  at  the  desk. 

The  library  is  here  to  serve  the  people.  Let  us  know  how  we  can  help  you.

The  Springfield  Planning  Board  held  12  regular  meetings  in  1984  and  also 
met  in  one  special  meeting  in  March  to  elect  2  Alternates  to  the  Planning 
Board.  Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  of  every  month. 

Action  was  taken  in  the  following  categories:  11  subdivision  approvals,  2 
annexation  approvals,  6  driveway  permit  approvals.  The  Board  amended  its 
subdivision  regulations  at  a  hearing  held  at  its  May  meeting  and  a  new  supp- 
ly of  regulations  was  printed. 

Continuing  liason  was  maintained  with  The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee 
Council  and  the  Sullivan  County  Engineer.  Their  expert  help  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

Board  members  George  Thomson  and  Janet  Booker  attended  meetings 
throughout  the  year  concerning  subjects  such  as  soils,  ground  water,  and 
municipal  law. 

This  year  the  Board  hopes  to  start  updating  the  town's  Master  Plan 
through  the  help  of  the  various  committees  and  agencies  that  contributed  to 
the  original  plan. 

Special  thanks  should  also  be  given  to  Janet  Booker  who  has  done  a 
wonderful  job  as  Secretary  and  for  her  job  of  completing  the  base  map  soils 
display.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  volun- 
tary association  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee 
area.  Our  thirty-one  (31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Direc:ors  and  a  professional  staff. 
Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operaton 
and  sends  two  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
Board  elects  officers,  adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and 
develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  UV-LSC 
communities. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that 
brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and 
pooUng  their  resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  profes- 
sional staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  exper- 
tise include  land  use  planning,  master  planning,  economic  and  community 
development,  water  quality  management,  transportation,  landscape  ar- 
chitecture, housing,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown 
revitalization,  solid  waste  planning,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental 
impact  analysis.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these  towns 
and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting 
and  furthering  the  needs  and  interests  of  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  expand  its  staff  capabilities  over  the  past 
year.  Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney,  Executive  Director;  Vicki 
Smith,  Senior  Planner;  Lisa  Mausolf,  Historic  Preservation  Speciahst; 
Gregg  Lantos,  Transportation  Planner'  Tad  Redway,  Landscape  Architect 
and  Planner;  MeHnda  Artman,  Community  Development  Coordinator; 
John  Olmstead,  Housing  Rehabilitation  Specialist;  Susan  Elder,  Economic 
Development  Speciahst;  Lee  Ann  Scully,  Assistant  Planner;  Jim  Klinger, 
Draftsman;  and  Barbara  Belloir,  Jeanne  Riley  and  Lori  Brown,  Secretaries. 
These  staff  members  have  greatly  expanded  the  level  and  range  of  expertise 
available  to  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  regional  programs 
during  the  past  year.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some  of  our 
regional  activities: 

"  provided  administrative  and  planning  services  to  the  Upper  Valley  SoHd 
Waste  District,  a  bi-state  district  with  15  member  communities; 

"  developed  regional  septage  management  plans  which  will  become 
components  of  the  solid  waste  plans  for  the  Sullivan  County,  Upper 
Valley  and  Pemi-Baker  SoHd  Waste  Districts. 
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°  prepared  a  regional  transportation  development  plan  and  participated 
on  regional  transportation  advisory  committees  (Lebanon  Regional 
Airport,  Advance  Transit); 

°  continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program,  including  historic 
surveys,  national  register  nominations  and  historic  preservation  plans; 

"  established  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development  Program  to  re- 
tain and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  Sullivan  County; 

°  completed  phase  one  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan,  including 
survey  of  all  properties  around  the  lake; 

°  co-sponsored  a  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
Day,  groundwater  protection  seminar  and  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Ser- 
ies; 

°  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to  com- 
munities, organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and  consultants  for 
use  in  fiscal  studies,  market  analyses  and  grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applications  for  state 
and  federal  funds,  evaluated  development  proposals,  prepared  amendments 
to  local  zoning,  subdivision,  site  plan  review  and  other  local  regulations  and 
provided  mapping,  drafting  and  other  planning  assistance. 

The  UV-LSC  has  also  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the  Town 
of  Springfield  over  the  past  year,  including:  attending  meetings  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  discuss  Community  Development  Block  Grant  pro- 
grams and  solid  waste  alternatives;  typing  and  printing  new  subdivision  and 
site  plan  review  regulations,  and  during  the  coming  years  the  Council  will 
assist  the  community  on  evaluating  sites  for  future  recreation  facilities. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist  your  communi- 
ty in  addessing  the  planning  and  growth  management  issues  which  you  will 
face  during  the  coming  year.  We  also  encourage  you  to  become  more 
familiar  and  involved  with  the  Council,  since  we  are  essentially  an  arm  of 
local  government  addressing  your  needs.

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NEW  LONDON-SPRINGFIELD 
WATER  SYSTEM  PRECINCT  REPORT 

In  1984,  the  Commissioners  released  their  comprehensive  "Management 
Study  of  the  New  London-Springfield  Water  System  Precinct."  The  report 
detailed  the  urgent  requirement  for  (a)  an  adequate  potable  water  storage 
reservoir  close  to  the  center  of  New  London,  (b)  treatment  of  water  from 
surface  sources  to  insure  bacteriological  purity,  eliminate  discoloration  and 
remove  particulate  matter,  (c)  development  of  a  rehable  source  of  potable 
water  to  meet  rapidly  growing  demand,  and  (d)  essential  improvements  to 
the  Precinct's  distribution  system  to  provide  adequate  fire  protection  and 
complete  control  of  operations. 

At  this  year's  annual  meeting  (March  19,  1985)  voters  must  decide 
whether  they  are  content  with  the  inadequacies  of  the  existing  system  or  are 
prepared  to  bring  the  system  into  compliance  with  the  Safe  Drinking  Water 
Act  (Public  Law  96-502,  as  amended)  and  the  standards  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission.

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SPRINGFIELD  SOLID  WASTE  COMMISSION  -  1984  REPORT 

The  identification  and  evaluation  of  available  solid  waste  options  con- 
tinued in  1984  in  pursuit  of  the  Commission's  objective  to  develop  an 
economical  and  convenient  system  for  transfer/transportation  and  final 
processing/disposal  in  accordance  with  Town  Meeting  instructions.  There 
has  been  continuing  close  liason  with  the  Selectmen. 

The  Town  was  represented  in  regional  and  sub-regional  activities  as 
before.  George  Thomson  is  the  Town's  representative  for  the  Upper  Valley 
Solid  Waste  District  and  Jay  Booker  and  George  Green  are  alternates. 
District  membership  complies  with  statutory  requirements  and  ensures  par- 
ticipation in  the  development  of  the  District  plan.  Kim  Booker  has  con- 
tributed to  that  plan  and  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  Commission  on  a 
regular  basis. 

The  Solid  Waste  Commission  also  explored  possible  intermunicipal  ar- 
rangements with  various  towns  in  the  area  and  at  year's  end  was  attempting 
to  arrive  at  the  specific  costs  of  such  options.  It  is  anticipated  that  such  costs 
will  be  available  for  comparison  and  analysis  in  January  of  1985  and  that 
the  Commission  will  be  able  to  report  on  them  at  a  Hearing  well  in  advance 
of  Town  Meeting.

The  January  13th  annual 
meeting  was  held  there  as  well,  with  a  tour  being  provided  for  guests,  as  well 
as  the  formal  dedication  of  the  building  to  all  employees,  past  and  present. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  public  will  be  even  better  served. 

The  ambulance  service  now  enjoys  100%  participation  of  all  the  towns  in- 
volved. 

As  a  result  of  an  ongoing  dialogue  with  the  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  new  quarters  are  being  provided  for  them.  This  has  met  with 
great  enthusiasm  by  the  KVNA  staff,  and  the  dialogue  will  continue. 

The  rehabilitation  services  of  New  London  Hospital  occupational  and 
physical  therapy  are  now  being  provided  to  Newport  and  Valley  Regional 
hospitals,  as  well  as  New  London  Hospital. 

A  new  service  was  introduced,  i.e.  the  evening  outpatient  cHnic,  nightly 
from  6:30-9:00  p.m.  This  will  serve  those  who  need  non-emergency  service 
during  these  hours.  A  flat  fee  of  $25.00  is  being  charged. 

A  series  of  tours  of  the  hospital  was  developed  and  to  date  includes  one 
for  "newcomers"  to  the  community,  the  Andover  Service  Club,  and  KVNA 
Board  of  Trustees  and  staff  members. 

Hospital  Day  was  the  usual  successful  event,  generating  substantial 
funds.  The  Development  Fund  generously  exceeded  last  year's  contribu- 
tions. All  of  this  has  enabled  the  hospital  to  reduce  the  long  range  loan  re- 
quired for  the  new  building,  thus  affording  every  participant  a  real  stake  in 
the  project. 

Plans  are  already  developing  for  Hospital  Day  '85,  with  the  general 
chairmen  as  well  as  essential  committee  chairmen  already  committed.
